Generalissimo of Allied 
Armies at End of Wor^d 
War Succumbs A ft# 
Long Illness. 


PARIS, 
March 20. — (INS)—Mar­ 
shal Ferdinand Focb, 77, ort* bf th 
greatest soldiers of modern times and 
generalissimo of the allied armies In 
the field at the end of the great war. 
died this afternoon after a long ill­ 
ness. 
He suffered 
from heart and 
kidney trouble aggravated by a recent 
attack of grippe and general physical 
debility. 
Nine doctors have been a t­ 
tending the 
marshal from time to 
time ainee his condition became acti­ 
ous several months ago. 
Family at Bedside. 
Marshal Foch died at 5:55 o’clock 
this afternoon. 
Members of his fam 
lly wore at the bedside. 
It had been evident for the last 48 
hours that he could not recover. His 
strength waned rapidly although he 
seemed to rally briefly last night. 
The soldier had always lived simply, 
his meals were of the 
lightest. 
Ile 
never drank liquor. 
The death of Marshal Foch remov 
ed one of the outstanding figures de­ 
veloped by the great war. 
Victory 
over the Germans in the last year of 
the conflict was attributed solely to 
his military genius. He was ever a 
quiet, simple mannered man of retir 
tng disposition, shunning public at 
tendon. 
It was this shyness which 
made many misjudge 
his 
military 
qualifications.

Rudyard Kipling is the only living 
writer among those whose names ap­ 
pear as authors of the ten most pop­ 
ular poems. Joyce Kilmer lost his life 
in the World war. If living he would 
be the youngest of the ten.
